Previously, Burgess Hal ll. Harris had 
ordered heavy trucks and buses diverted 
from Main St. to Ann St. at unlimited in­ 
te r'als in a move designed to relieve t raft ic 
congestion in the business district. 


A final decree was signed by Judge 


Fred W . Davis after opposing roundel 
had agreed to the compromise. While 
the decree limits Burge** Harris in di­ 
verting traffic, its real significance lies 
in the fact that it recognizes his author­ 
ity to act by himself and not necessary 
in union ss if h the “ police committee’ in 
diverting the traffic to Ann St. 
The compromise eliminates one cause for 
complaint. Ann St. residents had charged 


that their sleep was l»emg disturbed foi no 
plausible reason bv th* rumbling of truck'

was based on tile contention that 
Ann St. is a residential street and. further­ 
more. a borough thoroughfare rather than a 
state highway.

dining the stipulated days and hours. 
W hat is to lie done about Ann St. repairs'* 
William Tan. a trucking firm owner. >aid it 
was in a “ deplorable 
condition and hu t net 
use of the street would cause “ immediate 
and irreparable his* and damage' 
to his 
vehicles 


N o w that legal sanction has been granted 
for use of Ann St., the next move is up t » 
tie I hi rough to make satisfactory repairs 
and improvements to the roadbed. Pothole* 
that dot the street can cause serious damage 
to expensive equipment. And the incessant 
vibration set up by loaded trucks rolling 
over the rough street van cause flirt en 
damage to building foundations. 
To say nothing of the jagged nerves fo» 
the people of Ann St. who have l>oon crying 


for relief.

Tile hearing turned into a wild. shouting 
demonstration that came so dose to getting 
out of hand that Walter was forint to call a 
I lait to proceedings.

vote. cited Robeson for contempt of 
Congress because, as Walter explained, 
the singer’s conduct had obstructed the 
hearing. 
Robeson told a quest loner he came back 
to America “ to fight for my |»* »ple and I ’m 
not going to lie driven out by Fascist-minded 
people.”
